The whole country is in excitem ent, ami 
no means are known by which the .low of 
burn in g gas may be stop p ed. 


\ \ h at an Kye-Witne** Saw. 
J. H. Lowe, who liv es on the farm 
where the exp losion occurred, says that he 
heard a terrific rep ort and felt the earth 
quiv ering beneath hi* feet 
He w ent to­ 
w ard the grav eyard and was soon co n ­ 
fronted by a sheet of flame 200 feet high. 
Then fifty or more fo un tain s of fire burst 
from the earth. 
These w ere intersp ersed 
w ith six or eight activ e geysers. 
The 
riv er bed was torn to p ieces and the huge 
fissures were receiv ing the riv er’s water. 
Sheets of flame swep t ov er the w ater and 
a crater cov ering an area of about one 
acre was quickly conv erted into a huge 
hole, from which a continuous roaring 
and rum blin g noise p roceeds. 
Hodies of the l>« *n« t Exp osed. 
W ithin the bend of the riv er and for 
one-eighth of a mile along the strea’m 
great rents are in the earth ¡fnd the riv er 
bed. At the bend of the riv er in the bank, 
which is of limestone, is a fracture a q ua r­ 
te r of a mile long. 
Stones the size of a 
house hav e been hurled from their p laces. 
The grav eyard was shaken up , the skele­ 
tons of the dead being distinctly seen in 
the fractures of the earth.

W ithin tin* last eighteen 
m o n th s there hav e been thirteen gas well* 
sun k in the locality of the grav eyard, and 
w hile each has had some gas none hav e 
been gushers.
